Majefty 
more effectually to provide for the Defence and Se- 
curity of the Realm ; and for indemnifying ons 
Who may faffer in their property by fuch me: utes as 
may be neceflary for that purpofe ;” I feel myfelf 
called upon, in obedienc® to his Majefty’s commands, 
to addrefs your Lordfhip upon feveral points con- 
neéted with the defence of the country ; and to which, 
from a convidtion of their importance, I moft- anxi- 
oufly requeft your Lordthip’s particular attention. 

aving lately had frequent occafion to require 
your Lordthip’s afliltance in the execution of plans 
and arrangements adopted, and acted upon by-his 
Majefty’s Government, as conducive to the fame ob- 
ject, it would have been a fatisfaétion to me if I could 
vad avoided giving you further trouble for the pre- 
fent ; but further exertions being deemed neceflary, 
Lam convinced I fhould not do juflice to your Lord- 
fhip’s fentiments, and to the zeal of every defcription 
of perfons acting under you, if I hefitated a moment 
to explain the full extent of thdfe ‘exertions, and the 
fuggettions which have occurred for carrying them

Whatever confidence I place in the aétual fecurity 
of thefe kingdoms, in confequence of the decided {u- 

jority of our Navy, 

ao already embodied, or now collecting, for the 
protection of the country againit the menaced inva- 
fion of the enemy, I thould not feel that I difcharg- 
ed.my duty, if our fyftem of defence did not em- 
brace fuch further means of fecurity as appears to 
be évidently within our reach. , 

In the practical application of this principle, I am 
convinced that your Lordfhip, and generally every 
perfon, muft concur in opinion with me, that it is 
of much importance to extend, as widely as poflible, 
that feeling of confidence which will naturally refult 
from men of every defcription being placed in a fitua- 
tion to take, in their petpetive ftations, an aétive part 
in the defence of their country, efpecially if this can 
be accomplifhed without any material interruption 
to the various habitual occupations in which they 
are feverally engaged-» - = - ian 

In many great and populous'towns of the -king- 
dom this principle has already been aéted upon, in 
fe far as a variety of volunteer corps and armed af- 
fociations have been formed, generally for the pur- 
pofe of local defence and fecutity. I fhall, there- 
fore, confine myfelf to fuggelt the propriety of en~ 
couraging the formation of any further corps, on fimi- 
lar principles, within any fuch towns, in the county 
of . Femoatt, however be ctnfidered as an 
effential condition.in the eRablifhment of any further 
corps of thisdefcription, that they fhouldconfiftof none 
but knowh and refpeétable houfeholders, or perfons 
who can bring at lealt two fuch houfeholders to 
anfwer for their good behaviour. Corps of this de- 
{cription, if formed in fea ports, would, in cafe of 
any hoftile attempt being made, be neceflary to 
ftrengthen the garrifons of fuch places, and in all 
populous towns engaged in purfuits of manufacture 
or trade, whether fituated on the coaft or inland, 
their prefence within fuch towus, in cafe of emer. 
gency, when the regular forces might be wanted elfe-

With a with to give every pof- 
fible encouragement to perfons willing to come for- 
ward for thefe eflential objects, and ‘from a confide-

gether upon the’ plans purfued in the towns, appear 
to require that .the’exéxtions- they dre certainly wil- 
ling to make fhould -he «duly directed, by the in- 
terpofition, of your Lordfhip’s advice and autho- 
rity, in.cencert with the Gentlemen of property 
and influence in the county, and aided by the 
refpetable farmers with-whom they are imme- 
diately connefted. If the very valuable claffes of

From what I have already fated, and by a refer- 
ence to the fchedule, No. 3. your Lordhip will per- 
ceive, that in thé, country the A ffociations, if armed, 
will not be formed upon the fame principles as in the 
towns, and that it is intendéd to encourage other 
Affociations equally neceffary, in cafe of invafion, 
and which ean be formed by inhabitants of the coun- 
try only. Each of thefe points requires fome fepa- 
rft, It is intended that no Volun- 
teer fhould be admitted into the armed Affociations 
to be formed in the country, whofe habitual occu- 
pation and place of refidence is not within the divi- 
fion of the county to which the Affociation may ex- 
tend; that thofe who may prefer fervice on horle- 
back, fhall (if the troops of Yeomanry already raif- 
e county fhould not be complete, 
fhould their prefent eftablifhment admit, without id- 
convenience, of an augmentation) be received into 
the neareft troop of the fame, in all cafes where this 
arrangement may fuit local purpofes, and be fouad 
acceptable to the faid troop, and to the parties ; aad 
in other cafes they will be formed into feparate and 
independent troops of not lefs than 40, nor more 
than 80 men each, to be commanded by fuch officers 
as may be recommended by your Lordfhip, in a fi- 
milar proportion to the Yeomanry Cavalry, and they 
will be entitled to the fame.allowances and affiftance 
from Government, to procure clothing and appoint-

muttered and trained, and the difference between their 
fituation in life, and the circumftances of the perfons 
compofing volunteer corps in towns, his Majelty is gra- 
cioufly pleafed to authorize me to inform your Lordthip, 
that every man of the former will be entitled (fhould he 
think proper to claim it) to aa allowance of ene fhilling 
per week, tobe paid by Government to fuch as may 
appear upon the return, figned by the Commanding 


Officer, to have attended at the mufler and training a- 


bove mentioned. Should the companies formed in any 
particular divifion of the county be numerous, and dif- 
ferent days for exercife be fixed upon by the faid com- 
panies refpectively, a fmaller number of arms in the firft 


inftance, and of non-commiffioned officers to train them, 
may be fufficient. I mention this circumftance with a 
view to their mutual accommodation in thefe points, in 
cafe the full number. of either cannot be fupplied imme- 
diately ; but certainly, with refpe& to arms, no exer- 


tion will be fpared to provide fuch a depot, at a fafe 
place within the county, as may be fufficienty in cafe of 


emergency, to fupply all demands. 

Having now explained, as far as appears neceflary 
for the prefent, the means by which it appears defirable 
that the voluntary exertions of individuals, difpofed to 
ag in a military capacity, within the county of 

fhould be encouraged and regulated, I fhall proceed to 
call your Lordthip’s attention to other fuggeftions and

With a view to fuch an emergency, no previous ar- 
rangement that can improve our chance of fpeedy and 


decifive fuccefs, or tend to embarrafs the operations and

+For.this purpote it is neceffary, not only to be prepared 
with an armed force adequate to meet and repel their 
aggreflion in the field, but to be ready, on the firft alarm 
of invafion, effectually ta deprive them of every means 
‘of fupply they might expect, and to impede and harrafs 
them in every movement they might attempt in this 
country ; and both thefe objects mult be combined with 
the means of fornifhing our own forces with every re- 
quifite, and of facilitating their movéments and opera- 
tions by every afliftance the country can afford. To 
provide for thefe joint objects, branching out in a va- 
riety of details unneceffary to be mentioned at prefent, 
it is effential to afcertain what number of men in 


he county of » are wil- 
ing to att as pioneers aud Jabouwcrs in cafe of aa 


invafion, or of very imminent danger thereof, upon the 
requifition of the Commander in Chief in the diftria, 
and with what implements they are provided for this 
fpecies of fervice: “The information required under this 
head will be comprehended in the columns 7 to 17 of 
the Schedule No. 3. The principal duties of theie pi- 
oneers and labourers would be to deftroy and break up 
fuch roads, bridges, or other means of communication 
as are likely to be ufeful to the enemy; to cut down 
and clear away any obftacles (woods, fences, or other- 
wife) to the movements of our own troops ; and in ge- 
neral to perform whatever fervices of labour are judged 
requifite by the Commander in Chief, or any compe- 
tent perfon acting under his authority. Under the 17th 
and 18th columns will be ranged all perfons who may 
engage to affift in removing the live and dead ftock, with 
a view to prevent their falling into the hands of the 
enemy; and of infuring a regular fupply to our own 


forces.

to refer, will, I truft, be found fully seas to this
